IN SENATE. 

Friday, March 29, 1861. 

The Senate was opened with prayer by 
Rev. W. MoD. Abbktt, of the Methodist 
church. 

The Journal of yesterday was read by the 
clerk. 

A MESSAGE FROM THE H. K. 

Was received by Mr. McCI-aetv, the clerk, an- 
nouncing the passage of several Senate bills 
by that House, with amendments, and that 
the H. R. had passed a number of bills which 
originated in that House, in which they ask 
the concurrence of the Senate. 



RES01.UTI0X. 

Under a suspension of the rules, Mr. 
CHAMBERS offered the following resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved by the Senate, That during the remain- 
der of this session (except upon the resolutions 
regarding the free navigation ol' the Mississippi, 
upon which the Senator from McCracken has the 
door,) no Senator shell be allowed to speak longer 
than ten minutes at any one time, nor oftener than 
once upon any one measure until all other Sena- 
tors desiring to speak have been heard. 

Mr. PR ALL moved to amend by adding 
after the word 11 floor " the words, “and the 
report of the committee on Federal Rela- 
tions." 

Mr. GROVER moved the previous ques- 
tion, which was ordered, by yeas 26, nays 9. 

The amendment of Mr. PRALL was then 
rejected, by yeas 15, nays 19. 

Before the vote on the resolution the hour 
arrived for the 

SPECIAL ORDER FOR 9) o’ CLOCK. 

A bill to amend the charters of the banks 
of issue in the State of Kentucky, was taken 
up. 

Mr ANDREWS moved to lay the bill on 
the table; negatived, by yeas 11, nays 25. 

Mr. JOHNSON briefly explained and ad- 
vocated the bill. 

Mr. FISK olfered several verbal amend 
ments, which were adopted. 

Mr. PRALL moved to amend by striking 
out the 10th section of the bill. [The sec- 
tion allows the banks for three yearsto issue 
bills of less denomination than $5.] 

Mr. PRALL advocated his motion briefly. 

Mr. FISK advocated the bill. He would 
vote lor it with this provision to issue small 
bills, as it was limited to three years. He 
explained his action on the bill hereto 
fore vetoed by the Governor, lie voted to 
overrule the veto, but when the vote failed 
to pass the bill lor want of a constitutional 
majority, and it was reconsidered, he then, 
believing as lie did, that the SPEAKER’S 
decision was correct, “that the vote to pass 
the bill over the veto was itself a reconsider- 
ation," according to the best parliamentary 
authorities, and no other vote could be taken 
upon it, he voted against the bill. He de- 
fended himself briefly from the charge of 
some newspaper reporter, that “lie had 
changed his vote to be r ; ght on the record." 

Mr. MARSHALL opposed the bill. He 
did not think it w'ould prove a relief meas- 
ure. He thought the bill unconstitutional. 
He opposed the bill at some considerable 
length. 

Mr. RUST briefly opposed the amend- 
ment of Mr. PRALL. He was opposed to 
small notes, but as this privilege wag limited 
to three years, he thoi^ht it a good relief 
measure to be incorporated in the bill now. 

The vote was then taken on striking out 
the 10th section : and it was decided in the 
negative by yeas 9, nays 25. 

Mr. WHITAKER offered an amendment, 
to the 4th section, dividing the amount of 
loans pro rata among the banks according 
to capital : adopted. 

Mr. RHEA offered a verbal amendment 
to the Ttli section: adopted. 

Mr. RUST offered an amendment as an 
additional section, [allowing the banks to 
accept all, or any of the provisions of the 
bill]: rejected by yeas 7, nays 28. 

Mr. WALKER moved to amend bv 
striking out the Till section of the bill. 

Mr. ANDltEWS moved the previous 
question : ordered. 

The vote was then taken on striking out 
the 7th section: and it was decided in the 
negative by yeas 7, nays 29. 

The third reading was dispensed with, and 
the bill was passed by yeas 19, nays 17. 

The bill as passed is as follows : 

An act to amend the charters of the 
Banks of issue in the State of Kentucky. 

§ 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That it 
shall and may be lawful for the banks of is- 
sue in the State of Kentucky, on the 15th 
day of April, 1861, to re-issue, in bank notes 
of denominations not less than one nor more 
than fifty dollars, the sum of tw o millions of 
dollars, redeemable in gold or silver at the 
expiration ol two years from and after the 
date of such re-issue; the amount aforesaid 
to be issued by the following named banks, 
in proportion to tile capital stock actually 
taken and paid in, viz: The Commercial 
Bank, theSoutliern Bank, the People’s Bank, 
Bank of Louisville, the Bank of Kentucky, 
the Farmers Bank, the Northern Bank, and 
the Bank of Ashland. 

\ 2. That the re-issue aforesaid shall be 
duly made known and designated by writing 
or stamping on the face of each bank note 
re-issued: this, the 15th day of April, 1861, 
and countersigned by the cashier of such 
bank 

5 3. 1 bat it shall be the duty of the afore- 
said banks, within three months after the 
15th day of April, 1861, to loan to the citi- 
zens of each of the ten Congressional dis- 
tricts, upon new accommodations, in sums 
of not more than one thousand dollars to 
each individual applicant, to be paid in calls 
of not more than ten per cent, upon the 
original amount loaned for the first two, one 
hundred and twenty days said loan shall run, 
and not more than twenty per cent, for each 
one hundred and twenty days it may after- 
wards run, an amount not less than two 
hundred thousand dollars to each of the Con- 
gressional districts in the State of Kentucky: 
Provided, That if there should not be suit- 
able and satisfactory applications for the 
amount to which any district may be entitled 
before the 15th day of July next, then the 
said hanks may lend in larger sums than 
one thousand dollars : . And prodded farther. 
That it aaid banks fail to make the loans 
herein provided for, within the time stated, 
for the want of proper and satisfactory ap- 
plications therefor, then the said banka shall 
have the benefits of the provisions of this 
act in case the}’ shall make the loans afore- 
said to the amount named in the year 1861 : 
Provided , That if any of the persons fail to 
renew at the time nforesaid, the banks afore- 
said shall have the right to enforce the pay- 
ment ol all that such persons mav owe such 
banks. 

6 4. It shall be the duty of the Commer- 
cial Bank, and the Bank of Ashland, to 
make the said loans in districts 1 and 9; and 
the Southern Bank and Peoples' Bank to 
make said loans in districts 2 and 3, to be 
distributed between the Commercial Bank, 



and Bank of Ashland, and Southern Bank, 
and Peoples' Bank, pro rata, according to the 
amount of their capital paid in; the Bank 
of Kentucky and Bank of Louisville to make 
said loans in 4, 5, and 7; the Farmers Bank 
and Northern Bank to make said loans in 
districts 6, 8 and 10. 

§ 5. It shall be the duty of said banks, in 

making the loans herein provided for, to 
divide the sum going to each district among 
the several counties composing such district, 
in proportion to the number of voters in each 
1 county respectively, as near as may be : Pro- 
vided, That if there be not good and satisfac 
tory applications from any county for the 
full amount for which such county is en 
titled within ninety davsfrom the 15th April, 
1861, then said banks may lend the remain- 
der ol the share of such county to citizens of 
other counties in the same district. 

{I 6. That the re-issue provided for in this 
act, when made conformable thereto, shall 
be taken and received in payment and dis- 
charge of all dues and demands to the State 
ol Kentucky, and all debts now owing 10 , or 
debts hereafter made payable to, said banks, 
and shall be taken on deposit by the banks 
accepting thisact: Provided, The bankssl-all 
not be required to pay any other kind of 
funds than those deposited. 

§ 7. That it shall be optional with the 
banks herein mentioned in lieu of making 
the re-issue, as provided for in sections one 
and two of this act, to increase their circula- 
tion two million of dollars, in accordance 
with the terms and provisions of sections 
three, four, and five of this act; and if they 
shall so elect shall increase their circulation, 
it shall be lawful for said batiks to require 
all holders of their notes presenting the same 
tor redemption to deposit the same, on a oir- 
tificate of the cashier of such bank, thirty 
days before gold and silver shall be demand- 
ed in payment thereon. The circulation of 
two millions herein mentioned must he in 
addition to the circulation said banks had 
out on the first day of January, 1861. 

{! 8. That the acceptance of the provisions 
of the seventh section of this act by the banks 
aforesaid, shall operate as a repeal of that 
portion of sections one and two of this act, 
which provides for the re-issue of notes to the 
amount of two mill ols oi dollars, redeem- 
able at the expiration of two years. 

§ 9. That it shall be the duty of the Presi- 
dent and Directors of the banks aforesaid to 
make known to the Governor of this State, 
within thirty days from the date of this act, 
their acceptance of its provisions. 

§ 10. That the Northern Bank of Ken- 
tucky, Bank of Kentucky, Bank of Louis- 
vill, Bank of Ashland, and Southern Bank 
be, and they are hereby allowed to issue 
notes of not less denomination than one dol- 
lar, anything in the acts restricting said 
banks to the contrary notwithstanding; but 
this section shall not be in force tor a longer 
period than three years, nor unless the loans 
contemplated herein are made. 

§ 11 This act to be in force from its pas- 
sage. 

A MESSAGE FROM THE It. R. 

Was received by Mr. MACHEN, announcing 
the passage of a bill to suspend the spring 
and summer terms ol' the courts in this 
Commonwealth, in which they ask the con- 
currence of the Senate. 

BORDER SLAVE STATE CONVENTION. 

The Senate took up the majority and 
minority reports of the committee on Fed- 
eral Relations — being two bills providing for 
a Border Slave State Convention. 

[These bills have been heretofore publish- 
ed in our report of Senate proceedings.] 

[The principal difference in the bills is in 
the time ot the election of delegates, and the 
mode of electing, and the place of holding 
the convention. The majority fix Louisville 
as the place, 1st Monday in August as the 
time for election, and the delegates to be 
elected by Congressional districts. The 
minority fix on Frankfort as the place, 1st 
Saturday in May for the election, and gen- 
eral ticket the mode of the election ] 

Mr. CISSELL offered an amendment to 
the minority report. [It proposes to strike 
out all after the enacting clause of the bill, 
and insert a provision for an election of 10 
delegates, by Congressional districts, to be 
elected on the 1st Monday in June.] 

The vote was then taken on the udoption 
of Mr. CISSELL'S amendment, and it was 
rejected by the following vote, viz: 

Yeas — Mr. Speaker (Porter), Messrs. An- 
thony, Chambers, Cissell, Darnaby, David- 
son, Gibson, Glenn, Grover, Grundy, Irvan, 
Johnson, McBrayer, Rust — 14. 

Nays — Messrs. Alexander, Andrews, Bar- 
rick, Bruner, Cosby, Dehaven Denny, Fisk, 
Gillie, llaycraft, Jenkins, Marshall, Penne 
baker, Prall, Read, Rhea, Rousseau, Simp- 
son, Taylor, Wait, Walker, Walton, Whit- 
aker — 23. 

Mr. SIMPSON offered an amendment to 
the bill offered by the minority of the com- 
mittee, fixing the time of the meeting of the 
convention on May 27th, or such other time 
as may be agreed on : adopted. 

Mr. PRALL offered an amendment to the 
bill reported by the minority. [To elect 10 
delegates by districts, and 2* by the State at 
large] 

The SPEAKER decided the amendment 
out of order, the provision being in the 
original bill. 

Mr. IRVAN offered an amendment to 
change the time of election in the bill of the 
minority of the committee, to 1st Monday 
in August: rejected by yeas 15, nays 22. 

Mr. SIMPSON moved the previous ques- 
tion: negatived bv veas 18, nays 19. 

Mr. CISSELL offered an amendment to 
fix Louisville as the place : rejected by yeas 
10, nays 27. 

Mr ROUSSEAU offered an amendment 
providing for the convention to meet in 
Louisville or Frankfort as a majority of the 
convention of said several States may deter- 
mine. 

Mr. IlAYCRAFT moved the previous 
question : ordered by yens 22, nays 15 

The amendment ot Mr. ROUSSEAU was 
then rejected bv yeas 18, nays 19. 

Mr. RHEA moved to postpone the bill 
for half an hour : the SPEAKER decided 
the motion out of Order, the previous ques- 
tion having been moved and sustained. 

Mr. RHEA then moved an adjournment : 
the SPEAKER decided it out of order for 
the same reason. 

The question was then taken upon adopt- 
ing the bill of the minority in place of the 
bill of the majority of the committee, and it 
was decided in the affirmative bv yeas 21, 
nays 16. 

ilie bill was then ordered to a third read- 
ing; the reading was dispensed with, and the 
bill passed by the following vote :

[The bill provides for election of 12 dele- 
gatee by general ticket on 1st Saturday in 



May, audthe convention to bo held id Frauk 
fort. May 27th, 1861] 

Mr. FISK moved a reconsideration of the 
vote passing the bill. 

Mr MARSHALL moved to lay that mo- 
tion on the table : carried by yeas 29, nays 7. 

ENROLLMENTS. 

Mr. GILL1S reported sundry bills cor- 
rectly enrolled, and they were signed by the 
SPEAKER and delivered to the committee 
to be presented to the Governor for his ap- 
proval and signature. 

The Senate then took a recess until 3 
o'clock. 



EVENING SESSION. 

PRIVILEGED MOTION. 

Mr. ANDREW'S moved a reconsideration 
of the vote laying on the table the motion to 
reconsider the vote passing the Border State 
Convention bill : carried. 

Mr. FISK then withdrew his motion to 
reconsider the vote passing the said bill. 

ORDERS OF THE DAY. 

A Senate bill to prevent the judges of 
county courts from practicing in the courts 
of their counties; had been amended in the 
II. R. The first amendment of the II It 
was rejected, and the second amendment 
was concurred in. 

A Senate concerning the counties of Boyd, 
Carter, Lawrence, Greenup, and Ohio coun- 
ties. [The 11. It. had adopted a substitute 
for the bill suspending the courts in all the 
counties in the State for the spring and sum- 
mer terms, 1861, except for the trial of civil 
cases] 

Mr. TAYLOR offered an amendment to 
II. R substitute, excepting from the action 
of the bill the counties of Mason and Lewis, 
and by request of a number of Senators he 
added t he counties of their respective Sena- 
torial Districts, [jomething upyvards of fifty 
counties were included in the list of excep- 
tions.] 

The amendment was adopted. 

Mr. ALEXANDER ottered an amendment 
as a proviso, tiiat citizens of counties in 
which the courts are abolished or suspended 
shall sue citizens of the counties excepted 
from tlie action of the bill yvhilc it is in op 
eration. Before action on this amendment 
the hour arrived for the special order, and 
the rules were suspended to finish the action 
on this bill. 

Mr. GRUNDY offered an amendment to 
the amendment, which was accepted by Mr 
ALEXANDER. 

The amendment was adopted by yeas 22, 
nays 1 1. 

Mr. WALKER offered an amendment that 
the holding of the fall term of the Ohio cir- 
cuit court shall not be affected by this act :

The vote was then taken on concurring iq 
the substitute of 11.

SPECIAL ORDER. 

The Senate took up the resolutions hereto- 
fore offered by Mr. ROUSSEAU on the sub- 
ject of the free navigation of the Mississippi 
river, and the substitute offered for them by 
Mr. CISSELL. [Mr. ROUSSEAU'S resolu- 
tions have been published in our report of 
Senate proceeding?.] 

Tite following are Mr. CISSELL'S resolu- 
tions offered as a substitute for Mr. ROUS- 
SEAU'S, viz: 

Absolved by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky, That, in the opinion of this 
General Assembly, it is of the most vital import- 
ance to the commercial interest of the people of 
Kentucky that the navigation of the Mississippi 
river and its tributaries should continue free snd 
unmolested, and she protests against any at- 
tempt to obstruct or prohibit the free navigation 
thereof: and she believes that more can be d.ue 
to continue the enjoyment of such right by con- 
ciliation, and the cultivation of friendly relations 
with every portion of our common country, than 
by threats or any attempt at coercion; and this 
General Assembly is gratified to learn that the 
convention of Louisiana, by unanimous vote, has 
recognized that right to all friendly States. 

Itesotved, That this General Assembly has 
learned that certain of the free States have passtd 
laws declaring the absolute freedom of neg-o 
slaves upon touching their soil; and others ha'e 
passed laws virtually denying to the citizens of tie 
slave States the right of transit through such 
States with their slaves, as welt as laws denying 
to citizens of 9lavc States the use of jails, in casts 
of arrest under the fugitive slave law; and th»t 
the Governor of Ohio, in contravention to the Fed- 
eral Constitution, and the laws passed in pursu- 
ance thereof, ns expounded recently by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, has refused, 
and still refuses, to surrender a fugitive from jus- 
tice upon requisition by the Executive of this 
State; and that a party is organized in the fr« 
States to resist, by violence, the execution of fed- 
eral laws: aud these “ rights being of vital irn- 
portance to the people of Kentucky, and the peo- 
ple of her sister States, Kentucky iecls it her dutj 
to herself and her sister southern States, to whou 
she is bound by every consideration of interest 
and duty, at the earliest day to make this, he! 
most 'solemn protest, against any” and all sack 
unjust and inquitous legislation and conduct on 
the part of such free States aud the Executive ol 
Ohio, and such as Kentucky cannot, and will not, 
submit to. 

And whereas, YYe have received information 
that the Federal Government contemplates send 
ing additional troops to the Newport barracks, 
in this State : therefore. 

Resolved, That Kentucky earnestly and solemn- 
ly protects against such action on the part of the 
Federal Government, as tending to defeat efforts 
for peaceable adjustment, and still further to 
complicate existing difficulties, and will be re 
garded by her as an evidence of hostility to the 
peace and quiet of our citizens, and ns intended 
to destroy and subvert the liberties of our people. 

Resolved, That the Governor be directed to com- 
municate the foregoing resolutions to the Execu- 
tives of the different States, and to the President 
of the United States. 

Mr. JOHNSON being entitled to the floor, 
proceeded to address the Senate at length on 
tit e political questions of the dav. He re- 
plied to the remarks Mr. ROUSSEAU made 
on yesterday on the militia bill. Before he 
concluded his remarks he gave wav for Mr. 
ANDREWS to move that the further con- 
sideration of the subject he postponed until 
to-morrow at 11 o'clock, which motion 
vailed.

have been held, no fall term shall he held 
for the trial of civil causes; judges, Ac., may 
issue attachments, restraining orders, Ac., 
against absconding and fraudulent debtors, 
absent defendants, Ac.; judges of equity 
and criminal courts to hold their courts as 
now provided by law.] 

Mr. HUSBANDS ottered an amendment, 
exempting the county of McCracken from 
the provisions of the bill. 

Mr. RODMAN moved to amend the 
amendment, by exempting the counties of 
Franklin, Woodford, Jefferson, Fayette, 
Madison, Mason, Garrard, Lewis, Bovle, Jes- 
samine, Fleming, Lincoln, Casey, Hickman, 
Grant, Spencer, Pike, and Powell front the 
provisions of the bill. 

Mr. FINN moved to lay the hill and 
amendments on the table: rejected — veas, 
44; nays, 46. 

Mr. -SNEED moved the previous question : 
ordered. 

Mr. RODMAN’S amendment to Mr. HUS- 
BANDS amendment was adopted. 

Mr. HUSBAND'S amendment as amend- 
ed was rejected — yeas, 36; rays, 54. 

The bill was then passed: yeas 48, nays 44.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FEDERAL RELATIONS. 

The House then took up the majority and 
minority reports of the committee on feder- 
al Relations. 

The majority report reads as follows: 

M hereas, The following amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States has 
been proposed by Congress to the Legislatures 
of the several States for their ratification, 
viz: “No amendment shall he made to the 
Constitution, which will authorize or give 
Congress power to abolish or interfere, with- 
in any State, with the domestic institutions 
thereof, including that of persons held to la- 
bor or service by the laws of said State " 
And whereas, said proposed amendment, al- 
though it fails to secure to the slave States 
all the rights to which they are justiv enti- 
tled, and therefore cannot be received or 
treated by them as an adjustment of exist- 
ing difficulties, does remove one cause of ap- 
prehended danger, and evinces a disposition 
on the part of the people of the North to 
make some advances towards a reconcilia- 
tion with their southern brethren, and may, 
and, it is hoped will, lead, in a spirit of con 
cession and compromise, to its final consum- 
mation; therefore, 

1. Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the afore- 
said proposed amendment to the Constitution 
of the L'nited -States he, and the same is here- 
by, ratified by this Legislature. 

2. Resolved, That the Governor of this 
State he, and lie is hereby, directed to for- 
ward a copy of these resolutions, and the 
preamble thereto, to the President of the 
United States, with a request that he will 
communicate the same to Congress when it 
next convenes. 

\\ hereas, A resolution has been offered 
in the convention of the State of Virginia, 
ar.d will probably he adopted, proposing a 
convention of the slave States which have 
not pissed ordinances of secession, at this 
Capitol, on the 27th of May next, to consult 
on the critical condition of the country, and 
agree upon some plan of peaceable adjust- 
ment; aad whereas, the States of Missouri 
and Arkansas have appointed delegates to 
such contemplated convention ; therefore, 

1. Resulted by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That we invite 
the States of Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, 
North Carolina, Tennessee, Missouri, and 
Arkansas, to meet Kentucky at Frankfort, 
on the 27th day of May next, or such other 
time as may lie agreed on by a majority of 
the delegates appointed by Kentucky for 
the purpose abote indicated. 

2. Resolved, That the Governor be request- 
ed to communicate immediately copies ol 
the fopegoing preamble and resolution to the 
Governors of the States above named. 

An act to provide for the election of dele- 
gates to a conventioi, to he held in Frank- 
fort. 

§ 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth tf Kentucky, That an 
election shall he held cn the first Saturday 
in May next, at all the election precincts in 
this State, to elect twelve delegates to a con- 
vention of the border slave States, and such 
other slave States as have not passed ordi- 
nances of secession, to meet at Frankfort. 
Ky.; and said delegates shall he voted for 
and elected by the State at large, in the same 
manner that State officers are now elected; 
and the same laws which apply to and regu- 
late the mode of the election of State offi- 
cers, by the qualified voters of the whole 
State, shall apply to and jpvern the election 
of said delegates. 

ij 2 1 hat the persons wko may be thus 
elected, shall be commissioned by the Gov- 
ernor as delegates to said convention, and 
are empowered to meet the delegates from 
the States aforesaid in convention, toconsult 
on the critical condition of the country, and 
agree upon some plan of peaceable adjust- 
ment. 

3. The convention shall be held on the 
27th of May next, or at such other time as a 
majority of the delegates elected in this 



State may appoint, to Buit the convenience 
of the delegates from the other States. 

\ 4. That this act shall take effect from its 
passage.

The report of the minority reads as fol- 
lows : 

The undersigned, members of the commit- 
tee on Federal Relations, not concurring in 
the views of the majority of the committee, 
recommend the adoption of the amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States, 
proposed by Congress at its last session for 
ratification by the respective States of the 
Union, with the distinct declaration, how- 
ever, that Kentucky cannot accept it as a 
final settlement of existing difficulties. They 
recommend in addition, the adoption of the 
following resolutions: 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, That it is the delib- 
erate conviction of the people of Kentucky, 
that the Federal Government should imme 1 
diately withdraw the Federal troops from the 
forts, arsenals, and garrisons now held by 
them in the States which have seceded from 
the Union, and should avoid, by all honor- 
able means, every cause of collision with the 
Governments which are “de facto" in power 
in those States, and should endeavor to cul- 
tivate amicable and friendly relations with 
them. 

Resolved, That the people of the States of 
Missouri, Tennessee, Arkansas, Virginia, 
North Carolina, Maryland, and Delaware 
are invited to send commissioners to a con- 
vention to be held in the city of Frankfort, 
Kentucky, and to assemble therein on tbe 
first day of June, 1861, for tbe purpose of 
presenting to the northern States suclt amend- 
ments to the Constitution of the United 
States as will, in the estimation ot the slave 
States, sufficiently and fully guard aud pro- 
tect their interests. 

We further recommend the passage of the 
follow act : 

§ 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky : That an election 
for delegates to a convention to assemble in 
Frankfort, Ky., shall be held in the respect- 
ive congressional districts of this Common- 
wealth, on the first Saturday in May, in like 
manner as other elections are by law held 
in this Commonwealth, and under the 
inspection of the same officers, at which 
one delegate shall be voted for in each 
district, by the qualified voters thereof; 
and the person having the highest number 
of votes, in each congressional district, shall 
be commissioned 4>V the Governor of this 
Commonwealth as a delegate to said con 
vention. 

§ 2. The delegates to said convention, duly 
elected and commissioned, shall receive the 
same mileage and per dietn during the ses 
sions ot said convention, as is now provided 
by law (or members of the General Assent 
bly, and shall be entitled to draw and re- 
ceive their compensation in the same man

Not Satisfied.
